VA Proclamation againſt imbezellingot Armour, 
Munition, and Victuall, and other Military prouiſions. 


Hereas by an Act of Parliament made in the one 


and thirtieth ycere of the Neigne of Our deare Siſter, thelate Queene 
Elizabeth, of famous memoꝛzie, it was enacted, That if any perſon oz 
perſons, hauing at any time, after the ſaid Parliament, the Charge o2 
Cuſtodle of any Armour, Dzdnance, Munition, Shot, Powder, oz 
babiliments of Warre, of the Queenes Maieſties, Her Heireg oz Duc? 
| — AA teſſoꝛs, oꝛ of any Uictuals pꝛouided fo2 the Uictualling of any Soul- 
diers, Gunners, Mariners, oꝛ Pioners, ſhall foꝛ any lucre oꝛ gaine, wittingly, aduiſedly, oꝛ of pur 
pole to hinder, oꝛ impeach Her Mateſties Seruice, imdezell, purloine , oꝛ carry away anythe ſaid 
Armour, D2dunance, Munition, Shot, Powder, Habilimentsof warre o2 Uictuals.to the value 
of twenty ſhillings, at one oz ſeueralltimes, That then enery fuch offence ſhall be iudged Felony, 
and the Offendoz oꝛ Offendoꝛs therein, to be tryed, pzoccededin, and ſuffer, as incaſe of Felony. 
Fozalmuch as it hath beene found by late experience, That, notwithſtanding the Penaltte pꝛo⸗ 
utded fo: ſuch offences , diners perſons, to whole truſt and charge, Armour, Munition. Shot, 
Powder, Habiliments of Warre, Pꝛouiſions of Uictuals, and incidentsthereunts,were commit= 
ted, haue, both befoze the Ships going fooꝛth, in the time of Our Scrnice, and in their returne 
homewards, (out of a greedy deſire of gaine and lucre to themlelues) Pmbezelled, Purlopned, 
Conneyed away, and Sold, a good part of theP2ouiſionsandRemaines, of ſuch Armour, Mu⸗ 
nition, Powder, #c. Uictuals, Biſket, Bagges, Caſke, and other Pꝛouiſions to them intruſted, to 
the great hinderance and unpeachment of ſo impoꝛtant a Seruite in hand, and ſuch other Our 
Seruice,as hereafter map fall out. 


Wee doe therefore ſignifie Our Nopall will and Plealure; and doe hereby ſtraitly charge 
and command all Officers , Miniſters, and others now imploped, oꝛ hereafter to be imployedin 
Our leruite, by Land oꝛ at Sea, that they pꝛelume not to imbe3ell, purloine, 02 carrie a ſhoze, at 
their arrizall at any of QurPo92ts, oꝛ fell any Armour, Munition, Powder, ec, oz Uictuals, 
Iron hoopes, Calke, Bilket, Bags, oz other pꝛouiſions, which either are, oꝛ hereafter ſhall be in 

heir charge and cuſtody, as they will auoide the penaltie of the Law pꝛouided againſt ſuch offen⸗ 
ders, which they are to expect (hall be leuerelp inflieted vpon them, and ſuch further puniſhments 
as the caſe ſhall require, 
And Wee doe further charge and command all, and enery perſon and perſons, to fake notite, 
That ik any of them ſhall buy, recetae, oz take into his oꝛ their poſſeſſton, any Armour, Muni⸗ 
tion, Uictuals, oz other pꝛouiſions, which haue beene, oz Heereafter hall bee committed to the 
cuſtodit and charge of any the Purlers, Stewards, Gunners, oꝛ other Dfficers oz Mint- 
ters, now timployed, oꝛ heereakter to be imploped in Our ſerutce , either by Land oz Sea, he,oz 
they (hail fenerciy ſuffer ſuch condigne puniſhment, as by the Tawes ok this Pur Realme ts 02- 
bayued, and otherWile , as ſhall bc iuſt and fit. And Wee doc Heereby lignifie Our further will 
and pleaſure , That, what perſon ſocuer of Dur well affected Subiects, oꝛ others can find out, 
oꝛ iuſtly infoꝛme of any purloynings, oꝛ tmbezelments, in kind, as befoꝛe, and giue notite thereof 
to the pꝛincipall Officers ok Our Naute, Oꝛzdnante, and Dane. chall bee well rewarded 
fo2 his, oꝛ their paines [9 taken therein.
